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North County vacancy, 
Perkins named to Board 


North County is hard on Board of Trustee 
members. In the past three years, there have been 
no fewer than four different representatives from 
that district who have resigned. 

In 1974, Ben Anguiano was elected to the Board 
only to resign the following summer to leave the 
area. Selected to fill the vacancy was Daniel 
Krishun who assumed the position on Sept. 30, 
1975. A petition filed Nov. 18 of that year forced a 
special election, won by Mrs. Celeste Coleman on 
March 2, 1976. 

Mrs. Coleman, an Army employee, was 
transferred Sept: 20, 1976, agairr opening the 
North County position on the Board. Chosen in her 
stead. was Granville Perkins, called by Trustee 
William Bryant, ‘“a hard working man who is very 
dedicated to his work.’’ Perkins had served the 
Board from 1968-1971 and was president of the 
Board from 1970-71. 

Elections held earlier this year found Robert 
Howard the new North County representative, 
and wouldn’t you know it, he has decided to take a 
position as manager of planning and development 
for city services in Tulsa, Oklahoma: 

Once again, called on to fill the void, was 
Granville Perkins, now more obviously ‘‘hard 
working and dedicated.’ 

Currently employed by Artichoke Industries. of 
Castroville, Perkins commented optimistically 
about his fellow trustees, ‘‘They continue to do a 


good job and they are making progress as far as 


data processing is Coricerned.”’ ~~ 

According to Dr. Gibb Madsen, president of 
Hartnell College and secretary of the Board of 
Trustees, two others were considered but Perkins 
was selected because, ‘‘they know him, he doesn’t 
have to take a breaking-in period.’’ 

Madsen went on to comment that, ‘‘(Perkins is) 
familiar with agriculture and education. (He.is) a 
strong supporter of the college.’’ 

Remarking on being named to the Board for- 
the third time, Perkins explained, ‘‘I’m a 
proponent of the community college system. It 
serves a real and necessary purpose in our 
community.”’ 

His term will run until March, 1979 unless he is 
recalled by a citizens’ petition

‘1 wish more people would have voted.’’ As he 
handed the presidency of the Associated Students 
of Hartnell College over to Jaime Rowland, Allen 
Scettrini had cause to make the statement. 152 of 
an estimated 7,000 students -had voted in the 
election that had just been completed, a bit over 
2%. 5 

His successor called for a ‘‘strong leader’’ for 
the ASHC and among his plans for providing that 
leadership are ‘’...more dances, picnics, and 
afternoon outings.’’ 


According to Dr. Victor Willits, associate dean 
of students and faculty advisor to the ASHC, 
incoming freshmen as well as returning students 
meeting the qualifications may file for election to 
one of the open positions and may file to be named 
to fill the current terms. 


The Hartnell ASHC governing body consists of 
12 elected offices, five of which are currently 
open. The present officers are Rowland, Hulbert, 
Secretary of Activities Martha Badham, Commis- 
sioner of Activities Steve Racilis, Commissioner of 
Facilities Pat Williams and Senators . Craig 
Doener, Pat Walberg and Sandra Hoover.

EERB to decide on two issues 


Administration vs Faculty: waiting 


Both the faculty and administration of Hartnell 
. College are waiting. The i 
Relations Board (EERB) is currently considering 
two problems laid before it in May of this year. 
The first involved departmental. chairmen and 
whether or not they are to be. considered 
management or part of the collective bargaining 
unit of the faculty. 

An EERB. officer decided they were. 
However, a hearing officer’s decision is actually a 
proposal which may be appealed to the EERB. 
This was done by Dr. Gibb Madsen who 
remarked, ‘‘We did not agree with the decision.’ 

The second issue to be considered by the EERB 
is whether part-time instructors are part of that 
collective bargaining unit. Once again, the 
hearing officer decided they were and that too was 
appealed.

The problems have’no easy solution as they are 
nearly_as_ many. bargaining: unit.definitions as 
there are colleges in California: 

The distinction, according to Dr. Victor Willits, 
administration spokesman, is between ‘regular or 
contract’ and ‘casual’ employees. Contract refers 
to those working ‘in their first two years under 
contract; regular, to those with tenure. 

At Hartnell, 204 of the college’s 235 employees 
are part-time and therefore not covered by the 
current bargaining unit. Willits commented that 
“if part-time employees wished to form a separate 
unit, they would presumably be able to do so.’’ 


Len Wilkins, past president of the Hartnell CTA 
(California Teachers Association), said recently in 
a Salinas Californian interview, ‘‘we knew we’d 
win the battle but lose the war.’’ 

That remains to be seen as the EERB has not, 
as yet, made its final decision. When that decision 
is made, it will not be subject.to judicial review.

(offensive back coach), Frank Casas 
(receivers), Frank Geller (lineback- 
ers) Gary Shaw (defensive backs), 
and Tony Teresa (defensive line). 

The teams to beat for the Panthers 
will be Cabrillo and Monterey.
